The Present Condition. 

I would like to place. before the 
House soine further information is 
vegard to the situation as to the sup 
jy of labor at the present time, and 
as to the attitude of the department 
and its action thereon. In forme: 
years the rule was that the rush of 
immigration took place during the 
months of May and June; that it fell! 
ff greatly after June, and that there 
wa’ practically no movement of im- 
migrants in the fail and winter 
months. ‘Therefore we concentrated 
our attention on the securing of im- 
migrants such as fulfilled our require- 
ments during the spring mouths, and 
the rest of the year took care of itself, 
Whether fortunately or unfortunate 
ly; whether because of favorable con- 
litions in Canada or because of ener- 
getic advertising, or because of both 
this year the flow of immigrants did 
not cease with the passing of the 
spring months but continued into the 
fall and apparently was likely to con- 
tinue into the winter. 

immigrants Warned. 

That was a new condition and i 
required to be met. Naturally there 
is a falling off in the demand for la- 
bor as winter set in, and there was 
some depression in financial condi- 
tions which added to the ordinary 
lack of work in the winter, and we 
found for the first time in some years 
a Surplus of labor in some of the cities 
0, Canada. We were not in any sense 
responsible for that congestion of la- 
bor, 1 have pointed out to the House 
that it was practically contrary to our 
policy; 1 have pointed out to the 
House the direct causes which brought 
that labor there, and with which we 
were neither directly nor indirectly 
connected, But it was a fact that it 
was there to a certain degree, ana it

If without sufficient funds, notify this 
office, giving particulars before land 


ing, 

Then the steamship agents whe 
were Willing to co-cperate with us 
said: 

You require passengers ta have 


money if they have not employment 
or friends in view. How much money 
shall we insist they «hall have? 

On December 11¢) we wired as fol 
lows: 

Notify all ship companies 
booking agencies and government 
agents in British Isles and on contin 
ent that immigrant passengers arriv- 
ing in Canada until the 15th of Feb 
ruary must have $50. and from ther 
to Ist April, $26 in addition to inland 
transportation unless they can show 
to the satisfaction of the emigratior 
Officers that they have assured em 
ployment or will eared for by 
friends, ; 

Mr. Sproule-—-Does that apply to al’ 
comers ? 

Mr, Oliver—It applies to those wh« 
have not employment or who have no 
triends to take care of them. It does 
not apply to the families of men al 
ready in this country who are coming 
to join them; it does not apply to met 
who know’they are going to get work 
It does apply to the ordinary immi 
grant who without friends and with 
out employment must depend or 
somebody until work opens in the 
spring, and we think it is not unwise 
to give notice beforehand as to — the

No Bonus on Excluded Immigrants 

If the men are excluded then n¢ 
bonus will be paid on them. Thie 
circular is to the booking agents t« 
inform them that this is an addition 
al requirement and that if they book 
people without that requirement being 
fulfilled they must not expect that 
bonus. 

Mr. Sproule—No matter what line 
come on? 

Mr, Oliver—Precisely, Our informa 
tion is that farm work is slack at 
present and that possibly there ar¢ 
men enough in the country to fill al’ 
requirements, and therefore we do no‘ 
wish to encourage men to come out at 
this season, We will be glad to have 
them at the present time, It may be 
said we did not take this action soor 
enough, and that we should have fore 
seen what was about to take place 
But I may point out that there arc 
others who were not more far-seeing 
than we, and in fact there are some 
who do not recognize even now that 
the condition is at all serious. 

Aovlies To All.

Opposition Papers Misjudged the 

Demand.

The Manufacturers’ Lament. 

The annual meeting of the Toront« 
branch of the Manufacturers’ associa- 
tion was held on July Mth, 1907, The 
retiring chairman, Mr. John First 
brook, gave an address, from which 
I quote: 

The city was not attractive tothe 
manutacturer unless there was plenty 
of skilled labor to be had, and thie 
was where Toronto was sadly handi 
capped, Skilled help is even more 
difficult to obtain now than a yea 
ago, and the situation was indecd an 
acute one, vitally concerning the wel- 
fare of the city as a whole, Factorie 
had expanded altogether beyond the 
increase in the number of available 
mechanics. Notwithstanding the re- 
peated agitations the government per- 
sisted in confining its efforts to the 
encouragement of the immigration of 
agriculturists and railway laborers 
while the importation of skilled labor

girls in Ontario alone, of whom 10,000 
could easily be absorbed in Toronto

at St. John, N.B., on August 2Ist and 
22nd, 1907, the following resolution 
was paesed:

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HOW THE IMMIGRANTS 
PASS ENTRANCE TEST 


Canada is Welcoming a Population 
That Will Mingle With Our People 
and Adapt Themselves to Our 
Customs. 


Ottawa, Dec, 25.—-The system of 
medical inspection of immigrants has 
now been in operation in Canada for 
about five years, and it is possible now 
to form sore conclusions in rgard to 
its tendencies and results. 

In his last annual report presented 
to parliament this session Dr. P. H 
Bryce, chief medical officer, reviews 
the whole period since the inception 
oft the system in 193 and sums up his 
judgment in these words: 

“The ro seema but one conclusion to 
be arrived at, which is to the effect 
that whether compared with those en- 
tering the United States, or those cros- 
sing into Great Britain from the con- 
tinent, Canada is today absolved, not 
only from the accusation that she is 
the recipient of undesirables not ad- 
missible elsewhere; but further that 
she is receiving and welcoming more 
largely than ever apopulation, whether 
from Great Britain or the United States 
who will mingle at once with our own 
people, adapt themselv*s to our cus- 
toms, employment and laws.” 

Leaving this judgment on record, 
let us examine the details of Dr. 
Bryce’s report to see how his analysis 
of the work done supports it. 

In the five years during which the 
system has been in operation it has 
naturally been much extended, ‘Re- 
gular medical inspection of all immi- 
grunts arriving in Cenada via ocean 
ports s carried on at North Sydney 
(new this year), Halifax, St. John, 
Quebec, Montreal, Vancouver and Vic- 
toria in Canada, and at New York by 
a Canadian medical officer, while 
those t the other Atlantic seaports in 
nddition to the United States inspec- 
tion, are again examined when th 
arrive at Montreal.”” Medical insped- 
tion is supplemented by medical de- 
tention in special immigrant hospitals,
